SHORT OF ARMY OFFICERS. 


Uncle Sam Will Give Young Men a 
Chance to Win Commissions. 
Only a fow years ago the young man 
who wanted to obtain a commission 
In the army without going through the 
Milltary academy at West Point was 
looked upon as presumptuous and bad 
a pretty bard row to hoe even if be 
succeeded ip passing an examination 
entitling bim to appointment as a sec- 
ond lieutenant. All that Is changed. 


The demand js greater now than the 
supply, and Uncle Sam ts going to 
hold examinations at all the big army 
posts on Sept. 5 jn the hope of secur- 
jing 200 young men who will pass ex- 
‘aminations that will warrant their ap- 
| pointment as second lieutenants, 

Tbe examination is open to all youn’ 
men between the ages of twenty-two 
and twenty-seven. There are 200 va- 
cancies In the army, and the graduat- 
Ing class of West Point 's too small to 
count much Ip filllng #ucancies In the 
ranks of officers of the army as rapid- 
ly as they are created. The physical 
and mental examivations will be rigid, 
and Jn the latter college graduates will 
bave an advantage, although they are 
given vo preference. 

The situation emphasizes both the 
reluctance of the young men of the 
country to become professional sol- 
diers and the demand tbat 1s being 


{made upon the youth of the nation In 


the different professions, more particu- 
larly in engineering and electrical 
work, where the compensation ts far 
in excess of that offered in the govern- 
ment service. Formerly most of the 
yacancies in the official rank in the 
army were filled by West Polot grad- 
uates. Today 40 per cent of the army 
officers bave rgt bad a West Polnt 
tralning, and at the rate of growth 


which now obtains West Voloters may 
soon be In the mipority.—St. Paul Pio- 
beer Press.

Twe Ways te Bake Cookies. — 
Almond Cookles.—One-half pound of 
butter, one-half pound of sugar. three 
yolks of eggs, one-half cupfal of milk. 
three cupfuls of our, rind of one lemon 
grated, four teaspoonfuls of baking 
MF ene an Powder, Mix, roll out thin and cut into 


amall cookies with the following on 
top of each: Three whites of egss 
benten, three-feurths pound of pulver- 
ined sugar, one-half pound of chopped 
almonds, Mix well together. Make 
this one hour before mixing cooky 
dough. 

Oatmeal Cookies,—Cream one cupful 
of butter, one and one-half cupfuls of 
sugar till light. Add three eggs beaten 
light, one-half teaspoonful of salt, one 
teaspoonful of cinnamon, one cupful of 
chopped nuts, one-half cupful of raisins 
blended with flour, two cupfuls of oat- 
meal. Put nuts, oatmeal and raisins 
through meat grinder. When thorough- 
ly mixed add two cupfuls of flour sift- 
ed twice and one teaspoonful of soda 


| dissolved in one tablespoonful and a 


half of boiling hot water. Drop on 
cooky pans by teaspoonfuls and bake 


Bandwich Filling. 

Cold bam and cold chicken minced 
together make a most delicious filling 
for sandwiches. Fried ham ground fine 
is always more savory than boiled ham 
for sandwiches. In fact, some persons 
fry the chicken which they are going 
to use for sandwiches in order to get 
the delicate browned flavor. The pot- 
ted meats which come for sandwich 
fillings are more delicious if they are 
mixed liberally with mayonnaise dress- 
ing. And these same potted meats are 
useful in croquettes, souffies and other 
made dishes. The smallest can of the 
highly flavored potted meat mixed with 
the minced meat of which such dishes 
are to be made is sufficient to give a 
rich flavor to quite a large amount. 
Half of a small can is abundant with 
the meat for croquettes or souffle which 
is to serve four persons. Most of these 
meats have a bit of garlic and other 
high seasonings which the American 
housekeeper is unwilling to test for 
herself, but which she is willing enough 
to use if some one else, like the canner, 


makes the blend for her.

The grain was from four 
to six inches high, and the farmer 
had been advised to harrow the ground 
to prevent evaporation, He sent his 
hired man to do the work, Who hiten- 
ed on to the harrow and dragged it 
diagorally across the field of wheat, 
and then around the outside of the 
field some five or six times, Me then 
became disgusted with the work be- 
cause it appeared that he was drag- 
ging out So much of the gtain and re- 
ported the fact to the farmer who 
ordered the work to be discontinued. 

By ‘he time the grain had headed 
the marks of the harrowed. sections 
could be plainly seen. The place 
where it had been dragged diagonally 
across the field produced grain at 
least eight or ten inches higher than 
that on either side which had not 
been harrowed, and along the edges 
of the field the grain was in a like 
condition. The grain of the field 
that had not been touched by the 
harrow was not to be compared with 
tha harrowed grain, either in appear- 
ance, size of plants or heads of grain. 
The yleld from the harrowed portion 
was practically double that from the 
unharrowed portion. 

It simply shows that * the harrow- 
ing and loosening of the surface soil,
